Reaction Checked 


I F STRATEGISTS at the KrnnBn hlundered when 
they d ecide d to send Warsaw Pact troops into 
Gndwslowakia, as ao many i tem to think, the 
planners of counter-moves at NATO's BnKsefc 
headquarters sometimes seem beat on the same sort of 
provocative course. Pohudana cal it owr reactkiL 
It was per fe c tly normal, particuiariy in view of a 
certain complacency on die part of some of the allies, 
that NATO should have hurriedly reviewed its 
position in the face of the suddpn appearance of 
massive Soviet military strength on the Caeehoslo- 
vakian border facing West Germany. 

It was under sta ndable that there should have 
been i m wwr fia tn moves to ensure die avaBabilty of 
adequate bjuwji for the qdd lehrfor cement of 
NATO’s forces in Europe. 

Then there was the Soviet response, in the form 
of a warning that it maintained the light of 
intervention any whe re where the i dro l a gi r al lyfia i 1 
espouses a p pe ar e d to be threatened. C ou pl ed with this 
was the contention that under the terma of the Dolled 
Nations Charter and as one of the victorious a ides in 
the Second World War. Russia had justification to 
inter v ene in West Germany, for example, under 
certain circumstances. This theory was rejected by 
Britain, France and the United States. 

At the same time, the NATO powers a imourn ed 
the extension of their sphere of responsibility, in effect 
warning the Soviet Union to keep its military hands 
out of • the affairs of neig h bor stales, n t l dwg 
Yugoslavia. 

This manoeuvre immediately suggested so me sort 
of nrtipnaanrfiiy between Marshal Joop TMo and the 
West, an embarrassment to Belgrade which the 
Y iyvnuhv lewder moved quackJy to escape. He wanted 
no help from NATO, he has teid. Yugisriaiiia was 
prepared and perfectly capable of defending itself, he 
d e c la red. It was and is strictly neutral. 

Now, accord in g to latest intelligence. NATO is 
stressing the point that it would provide all the 
material assistance req u ire d to meet a Warsaw Pact 
move? against Yugoslavia—short of the commitment of 
troops. 

How this may be inte rpreted in Moscow remake 
to be seen. But Marshal Tito has done has best to 
counter what might have been a serious p r o voc a tion, 
and the Brussels planners have left themselves a way 
of retreat if it is needed. 

They may have s ucc eed e d in hmiessiig the 
Kremlin with their determination to resist any further 
aggression of the Czechoslovakian p a tter n. 

At Die same time they appear to have a voided 
that over-reaction winch rrilvialy would have led In 
further deteri or ation of East-West iehtions. 

Marshal Tito des e rves some cretfit here, for he 
kept a cool head in refraining from seizing what might 
have been a tempting offer to a more impetuous and 
leas experienced leader. He fei not about to kiltie 
disaster, as r ash ne ss in NATO might have done.

You might get 
away with it in a eoldframe or unhealed 
g re enh i s g e where the temperature is 
quite low, but at ordinary room 
temperatures they will need to be given 
a little water about every second week.

Every group of every age 
has its own way of talking. 
Dr. Freestone told me. With 
some It’s called slang, with 
others it’s shop-talk. This can 
help bold a group together, 
but if used outside the group. 

Or it may 
make people think you are 
immature or just not sensitive 
to others. 

“Somewhere along the line 
you have to learn when to 
tune your speech to the other 
person. And slang can be very 
descriptive, but use it wisely.”

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Millions from Meters 
Parking Staff’s Loot 



Funny Thing Happened • • 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A high city official said 
Saturday the “two top men” in the finance admin¬ 
istration’s parking meter division would be remov¬ 
ed in the aftermath of a systematic four-year, 
15,000,000 looting of the city’s parking meters by 
employees. 

"They’ll be transferred out of there so fast it 
will make their heads spin," the source said, add¬ 
ing there would be “many transfers” in the meter 
division and that it would be entirely revamped. 

* * * 

Hie predictions of the official, who asked to 
remain anonymous, came less than 24 hours after 
the arrests of 22 division employees—15 meter 
collectors and seven drivers—an petty and grand 
larceny charges in the theft of parting meter coins. 

City investigations commissioner Arnold Frai- 
man announced the arrests of the collectors and 
drivers — who made up more than half of the 
meter division’s staff. 

The investigation of the thefts began in Feb¬ 
ruary when detectives went to work as meter col¬ 
lectors. On Thursday, search warrants were ob¬ 
tained and the 22 were searched when they came 


off duty Friday. They were found in possession of 
$4,400 in dimes and quarters. 

“About normal for a day,” Fraiman said. 

Six suspects were charged with petty larceny 
and the others with grand larceny. All were par¬ 
oled on their own recognizance and ordered to ap¬ 
pear in court in mid-January. 

The arrests so depleted the meter division's 
staff that the city had to hire WeDs Fargo to help 
empty the parking meters until it can build the 
staff up again. 

Fraiman said Saturday he anticipated no fur¬ 
ther arrests at this time, but that he was continu¬ 
ing the investigation. He said he was looking into 
the backgrounds and bank accounts of the sus¬ 
pects, but had found no indication of gangster par¬ 
ticipation. 

* * * 

The commissioner said he was trying to iden¬ 
tify people not on the city payroll who helped cash 
the money. 

“We have a pretty good idea where they cash¬ 
ed the money," Fraiman said. “We’re trying to mop 
up the loose ends.”

HERBERT KENTS SCRAPBOOK 
MUSIC HISTORY OF VICTORIA 


By JAMES K. NESBITT 

in my perusal of the Herbert 
Kent scrapbooks, note in the Pro¬ 
vincial Archives, thanks to the 
generosity of Mr. Kent's son, Lt 
Col. M. Aubrey Kent , I have note 
come this side of 1900, and find 
many names tehich I knote are still 
familiar to many old-time Vic¬ 
torians. 

These scrapbooks make won¬ 
derful reading; the musical history 
of Victoria, for more than 50 
years, is contained in them, thanks 
to Herbert Kent's painstaking clip¬ 
ping of newspapers and saving of 
theatre programs. 

The scrapbook* were beautifully done by Mm; 
photograph* are im*rspersod with tiie clipping* 
and the program*. Anyone doing a history of 
mueio In Victor** mutt now, at necessity consult 
them. I think Mr. Kent hknoeif would be 
astonished that what he did ho* turned out to be 
to important for posterity. 

I can but pick out bit* and pieoea, but, put 
together, they give an insight into the great 
rauaiori doing* of fcng-Bgo Victoria, I *ee on 
amount of an Alton Chib oonoert In 1S06: “Mr*. 
D. E. Campbell wo* in her very be*t voice, her 
•election* being 'My heart Is weary,’ a rich and 
melodious work, for which *he received an 
encore, and responded with a dcMghful lullaby 
Calm as the Night, It wa* grandly sung, but the 
Three Fishers went Sailing was the gem cti her 
■elections, and wa* enthuaiaatioally received. The 
audience would not be satisfied until Rory Darting 
wu given by this talented vocalist, Mm. 
Campbell was beo o mlng ly gowned bi black net, 
and her simple style wu quite refreshing in theae 
day* of elaborate overdre wtu g." 

Herbert Kent dipped and pasted the 
newspaper account* of M* parent*’ golden 


wedding amtiveraaiy in 1905: "The sunshine and 
shadow* of half a centry of married life have 
alternately brightened and clouded the married 
life of the English bride and bridegroom, who 
long ilnoe have become esteemed and popular 
resident* of this far-weatem outpost of Empire. 
Mr. and Mr*. Kent—the latter of whom holds, aa 
does her husband, a high place In the respect and 
esteem of the ho«t* of friend* by whom they have 
surrounded themselves in the passage of the 
years, and who in a distinctly womanly and 
womanly way, has borne her part in the many 
charitable and philanthropic effort* inseparable 
from the the evolution of Victoria from *n 
humble wilderness settlement to modem oity- 
hood; and who, being the possessor of a rich 
soprano voice, wu especially prominent In the 
musical Hfe of the young oity." 

The Week, then published in Victoria, and for 
which EJmliy Carr did petition! cartoon*, gave an 
acoount at a musical called Cupid in PoeterkuxJ. 
The review went this way: “It would be rude to 
mention names, but there were M least half a 
dozen girl* who, for personal beauty and grace.

made the much vaunted 'Gibson Girl' look like SI 
cents. 

“Among the individual performer* three 
scored a oonopicuous success, and stand out by 
the excellence of their work for special mention— 
J. W. Fetch as Boy Blue, Mr*. Herbert Kent a* 
Jill and Miss Bessie Dunamuir as Miss Muffett. 

"Mrs. Kent's performance wa* simply 
perfect. The make-up. the marionette pacings and 
movements, (he facial expressions, the by-play, 
and the air of abandon with which she entered 
into the part all bespeak the possession of an 
unusual dramatic and artistic instinct. Nothing 
was overdone, nothing wo* underdone, and 
altogether Mrs. Kent is to be congratulated.. 

“Mis* Bessie Dunsmulr was a revelation. X 
■upp'Me a dramatic critic must know nothing 
•bout dresses, a* to her whole costume I will only 
•ay that to the eye of mere man lt looked a 
‘creation' of priceless worth, certainly one of the 
prettiest and mos* effective I have ever seen. As 
a matter of fact, it was designed by Mia* Duns¬ 
mulr herself, and made by Mrs. Angus front 
curtain material. 

"From the crown at her Watteau-like hat, to 
the tip of her tiny slgper. she looked dainty and 
sweet. But she could not help that, and It was not 
how she looked, but what die did that entitle* her 
to divide the honors with two other performer*. 
She danced. I think I will leave it at that, for In 
that dance (which had to be thrice repeated) she

Christmas t they teU ms, comes 
but once a year, But don't you 
believe it. I have it on the best 
authority that Christmas — or 
rather, a very important part of the 
makings of it, comes on most other 
days of the year as well. Say, at a 
rough estimate, on 350 days out 
of the 365 which go to make up 
the year . 

And the key word to all this U, at course, that 
tnoat important of trees, the holly which is an 
ever-expanding industry on the Island, and which, 
with its glossy dark leaves and shining berries is 
as much a part of Christmas as plum pudding 
and -mince pies. Or, indeed, us even the 
Christmas tree which, compared »o the holly, is a 
veritable newcomer in the matter of Christinas 
decoration. 

The holly Is one of the most long-lived of trees, 
and, under normal conditions, has a very long life 
expectancy. Indeed there are records in England 
of trees of 300 years and more. So, not only does 
it live to a great age, but the history of this tree 
goes 'way bade in time. It is said that perhaps 
the first use of holly for any form of interior 
decoration was In pagan times, when the people 
of Europe htid the kindly habit of bringing spray* 
of native tatty into their homes during the winter 
months because they believed that by so doing 
they were protecting the tiny fewest and fairy folk 
from the icy cold of the bitter European winter. 

One has to remember that, though nowadays 
we equate the use of holly with Christmas, it 
antidotes by many years that Christian festival, 
since long before the Christian era It was used In 
pagan riles all over Europe from Norway to the 
Mediterranean, eastward to the Balkans and 
northward to the British Isles. Indeed, the early 
Christians were forbidden the uag of holly in their 
homes since it smacked of pAgantatn. On the 
other hand, the old pagan habit of offering holy 
branches as a sign of f r iendship, oouM not, 
surely, be sneered at in any age. 

Perhaps, in England, the first oeremtxSal use 
of hoHy came about when the ancient Dnttds used 
It In festivals and rites. Some of the mystery at 
the tally tree seems to reach back into these far 
distant times when the cutting of hrtty was linked 
with the Drukhotd cutting of mistletoe, which was 
held sacred as a "hesl-ti.’* 

Be that as It may, the hilly of Europe was a 
Inn and lasting favorite and, since toe bright red 
berrie s were always *t their best during the 
Christmas season, it became, with the ivy and the 
laurel and, lastly, the rosemary which was 
btileved to ward off evH spirits, a must tor 
Christmas decoration — especially in England 
and Germany, though less so in Italy and France. 
There is a belief that Christ’s crown of thorn s 
wm mads fnren tatiy, and toe German word for 
the tree Is Chriildorn. • / ' 

Despite Its popularity, It was c o nsidered 
unlucky tr bring holly into thq house until 
Christmas Eve, and doubly unfortunate tor a sick 
person to have fr»ly in Ms sick room. 

Once the Christmas season sms over, there 
oeme toe taking down of the holy. And toe data 
as whfah this should be done, and the method at 
Its disposal varied a great deal from place to 
phae. In Scotland, lor Instance, all Christmas 
dssui ato ms must be taken down and burned by 
Twelfth Night. Whilst in other ports of England It 
vu thought unlucky to remove to* holly until

pontifully and is widely used for decorative 
purposes, there is as yet little commercial 
cultivation. Indeed, it appears that there is only 
about one tatty orchard aa such in the whole 
country. Yet, here on the Island, it is a thriving 
Industry, and there are 39 orchards listed by the 
B.C. government, and probably many more 
smaller unlisted orchards as well. 

It was Col. Fred Pemberton, a weH-known 
horticulturist, and the son of the lurveyoiv 
general of the Crown colony, who was first 
responsible for bringing hdy to the Island and 
planting it on a ontnmeroial basis. His first 
planting was at Mount Joy on Foul Bay Road, 
and this was closely followed by the Flrmerty 
Cove orchard—part of which now belong! to ths 
Solarium. History is a Mttie vague as to toe actual 
date of the planting, so perhaps R is best to plao* 
It aa being somewhere around the turn of the 
century. In all, Cdl, Pemberton planted something 
Mice 6,500 trees. 

Today, the okl P ember to n orchard at 
FUvserty Gove Is sadly decimated aim* g 
succeeding owner could see little vtdue in holly 
trees, and rooted up scene hundreds to make way 
tor the cultivation of omtoflowers instead. 
However, D. R. Philfarlck, a horticulturist and 
native son who has always Mved in toe area, weg 
remembers in exceptionally snowy winter of hto 
boyhood, and the beautiful picture made as to* 
horse-drawn sleighs carried toe brightly berried 
toeasure to the pocking sheds Mr. Phlibrick also 
recalls tost, to those days.,toe chief »rifrj* 
market* were Cstifotnla and Hawaii. He reorifc 
that 04. Pemberton frit there was a great future 
in body and did all in Ms power to encourage 
growers. He also gave many hilly trees to ths 
municipality of Oak Bay, where they war# 
planted along toe boulevards. 

An*her “riy orchard in this area ws* 
situated an Mount Douglas Cram Rood. There g 
Mr. Fetherston built Ms home In 1KM. «d 
emptoyed Odnree labor to put in Ma body frwre

property Mi 1 M, there were 140 established taBy 


Shrove Tuesday, on which date R was token down 
and burned on toe fire on which the Shrove-tide 
pancakes were to be made. In yet other places, 
the brflly boughs were token down and toft to 
decay naturaMy since it was oomldered the worst 
of bad hwk to bum them. 

There were many and varied beliefs about the 
tally tree, the name of which derives from the 
old English ward, holien. Yet another old word for 
R was the holm-oak, In the Peak district of 
Derbyshire in England, R was believed that at the 
Christmas season, whichever form of tatty was 
first brought into toe house — i.e., prickfry or 
smooth — so would the husband or toe wife bo 
the ruler tor toe coming year. Also, In the West 
of England, It was held that a maiden should 
adorn her bed wRh a sprig of tally berries to 
ward off witches and goblins. 

In Germany there was a strong supe r stiti o n 
tost a sprig of bogy whiah had been Messed by 
being used to church de c o ra tion, would ensure 
against the pnsriNMty of a Mghtofag strike. Long 
before tide, however, Pliny the Elder, e Roman 
author bora 23 BC, and who died to toe Veeuvian 
eruption, which destroyed end buried P o m pe M . 
wrote: “In touching the hoBy or buhor-tree, If R 
be planted about a bouse, whether it be within a 
dty or atandtog in toe country. R served) as a 
□ouKer-charm, and Iseepeth assay al ■ speBs <* 
amhanfenents, and Mato ths houst from 
Mghmtog.” 

But holiy was not <*dy native to Europe. The 
tree Is writ known In China where oertafa species 
soma equipped with bl ack berries Instead of red, 
and with prickly spines on toe surface of the leaf 
aa well as around toe edgss. Whilst in South 
America, a green tea Is infused from ths leaves. 
Thtts tee, known as matte real, Is credited wRh 
health-giving properties end indeed, in England, 
during pra - fl e ou n d World War days, R enjoyed 
quite a vogue to many homes. In India, it wee the 
custom to s pri nlde the Maes of new-born babies 
with an Muaton mads from the bask of the belly 
tree. Around Ibe year MO BC. toe Flre- 
w m shippers of Z o ro as ter believed that the boBy 
oast no toadow. 

But how did Vanoouver Island onme by its 
hoHy trees? In England, where the tree grows

The life of a holy graver, ha tala ma, la a 
busy one. Than an flaar traits la tea year ofcfcte 
do not tea ihe orotiandfat w ork i ng around hia 
treea. Baahtea pruning and nultewitea and 
fertilizing, every tree muet be sp ray ed at least 
three timei a year, and ia summer needs regular 
watering. Many anteardlate nomdaya put Awn a 
covering of up to six Inches of sawdust over tee 
earth, which la good In teat It dfsoounges the 
weeds end bolds nacsesary mnteture hi tee ad 
Mr. Nutter's choice is hemlock sawdust since he 
finds it leas guilty of removing nit ro gen from tee 

•oil. 

When Mr. Nutter's orchard was drat visited 
In October, there was an air of great peace and 
quiet about the place. The treea. large and old 
and already heavily berried, eemed to hold a litde 
Df the mystery of those long-ago holm-iaks 
Stretching back into history. They stood In silent 
groves with only two Inquisitive geese to keep 
them company. 

By early November, however, the scene had 
already changed. There waa an air of bustle 
about the Nutter orchard. Already, two of the 
regular workers, Mrs. Elinor Galland and Mrs. 
Joyce Cosier, were at work in the packing shed 
assembling the bases of the first holly wreaths. 
Mr. Nutter does a tremendous trade in wreaths 
and these two nimtte-fingercd ladies are expert 
as their jobs—as well they may be tenea they 
have done this not tor etx and nine jnsn 
respectively When tee bogy season gets Into fidi 
awing around the end at November and al during 
December, the pace In ag tee orchards becomes 
somewhat hectic. Most of tee arohank have to 
employ extra labor unless they eame well 
equipped with large and helpful lantern. 

At Hcby >aks, while there are a octuple at men 
to the field, the cutting la mainly done by women, 
and Mr. Nutter expects to employ a day shift of 
dose to 30, cutting, dipping and p ac king . 
However, a lot of tee packing la done to tee 
evenings and at ihe week e nd by eager teen-agers 
anxious to make a bit of spending money tor 
Christmas. Many gro wer s when not te j ppto g in 
bulk, pack thek hofiy in attractive decorated 
cartons. Nr. Nutter, however, has found polytoene 
bags complete trite printed instructions as to 
handling, supply the answer. He afro has a very 
good tip with regard to the keeping of body. AH 
holy nowadays ia, of oourse, dipped to prevent 
leaf and berry drop. However, M tee f res td y -cut 
bo»y stem is also dipped in ordinary malted 
eamttewax, it wt> keep indefinitely. 

Gordon Head has always been a good l ocation 
tor holly orchards since the soil there Is not too 
heavy. HoMes are hardy, but they don’t tee wet 
feet. For this reason, a olay sofi is hard an teem, 
and tee Gordon Head area has many of tee gentle 
dopes which ■ fiord tee brat hrtey grow ing 
aondklons. On one suoh slope is the hdfcr orchard 
of Mr. and Mrs. Gordon Murray. Unites the 
Pemberton and Mount Douglas orch ar d * , theirs Is 
comparatively new, dnee they first ptented on 
tele dte in 1950. 

The Murray orahanS Is particularly beautiful, 
standing as it does on a run wa lined dope 
oratoUng the valley twoard Victoria, wfte tee 
sea and the distant mountains termin g a majestic 
backdrop. It la easy to see that to Gram and 
Gordon Murray, their bogy orchard k more than 
dear to them, and each tree is reg arded as a 
bland. They, in comm ta i with moat other 
growers, give a good part of thHr lives to the 
betterment of their trees, and during the six 
weeks prior to Christmas, the Murray menage is 
■hum with activity, though they try as far as 
possible to keep the cutting a famHy affair. 

Like many other growers, the Murrays went 
Into the business without ton much know-how In 
tee initial stages. They had to learn as they went, 
but they are loud In their praises of both Mr. 
Crossley of the federal experimental farm and 
Alan Littler, district horticulturist to the B.C. 
department of agriculture. Much help, they say, 
has been forthcoming tor fHly growers from 
these two men and their departments, from 
whence help and advice Is always available. 

The Murrays are also ardent soj^orters of 
the Vancouver Island Holly Growers' Cooperative 
Association which was formed In the late 1940s 
under the leadership of Ort. > Rlohardsan of 
Brentwood to faottitate tee marketing of ho»y tor 
Its members At the present tone the cooperative 
has same 40 member s , and to be silglMe for 
membership a grower mutt have at least 10 
productive trees. And here it should be mentioned 
fiat a holly tree does not go into full commercial 
cutting until it ia 19 years old. Therefore, the 
possessor of a holly orchard has to count patience 
Id with his other necessary virtues. 


told by gw M u r ra ys nko want to Dragon to visit 
orchards, and while there, were shown the dsnw 
age teat could be done by marauding mioe. Ar¬ 
riving heme again they walked around their or¬ 
chard and discovered, to their horror, a number 
of swat round botes around several of their best 
treea. 

“Mice." said Gosdoa Murray. ‘"Thaws must bn 

mouse holes. We'H have to get at teem at once 
before they ruin (be whede orchard." 

Bo, without mote ado, Mr. Murray hurried off 
Into town to purchaae a special gas gun with 
which to do battle with tee pesky Ittle invaders. 
All was anxiety and tension at the Murray 
orchard until it transpired that those nwplokwa 
holes were not the work of mioe at all, but just 
the boles left by g o v ern m ent workers who had 
been around In the Murray’s absence taking 
samples of soil! 

There are too many holly orchards on the 
Island to make a visit to each one a possibility. 
Howe v er, two other intere s t in g and beautiful 
orchards were seen. The first waa that of Charles 
Walls out at Metchosln, Mr. Walls is the present 
president of the holly co-operative, and takes a 
keen Interest In every phase of the business- 

There are 500 holly trees In full production on 
the Wall* orchard aH planted by Mr. Walls and 
his wife. With such a glorious view of Victoria 
and the sea, plus the mountain*, it would take a 
very keen hohy grower to stick to the Job and not 
get aide-tracked by the view. 

The last orchard visited wws also the newest, 
since this season will see the first commercial 
cutting of the 600 trees which go to make up the 
orchard owned by Mr. and Mrs. J. E. Anderson 
on Spartan Rood. On two facing slopes the young 
hollies march in orderly rows, looking file picture 
of health and vigor The only menace to date. Mr. 
Anderson tells me. has been from deer who can 
damage tee young tree* unless restrained. The 
Anderson orchard is a beautiful spot, however, 
sheltered by tail ever g reen s , with here and there 
the golden flush of dogwoods against tee dear 
autumn sky. 

The Anderson orchard, though gives 

tee appearance of long establWiment. However, 
Mr. Anderson, who has owned this land for many 
years, can look back to the time when it wfts sH 
tail trees and heavy undergrowth. He like- to 
recall that he and his wife with the help of a 
buHdoeer, cleared the land themselves, and then 
set to work planting tee initial 200 trees. The 
other 400 have all been grown from cuttings 
by Mrs. Anderson who. to her husband’s delight, 
la Messed with a very green thumb. 

So. from the oldest to the newest, the holly 
orchards of Vancouver Island continue to bring 
beauty and Joy to colder and JesB fortunate parts 
of Canada. And perhaps on Christmas Eve, as we 
deck our homes with the bright boughs, we will 
•pare a thought for the ancient history of this 
most ancient of trees, remembering partied—1y 
In this trembled world, teat tee hofiy Is the sign 
Bed symbol of friendship.

When cutting down a tree, the beaver uses 
only his lower Incisors as cutting tools. The upper 
teeth are used merely to hold onto the tree. The 
beaver must be assured at water at least two <* 
three feet deep tee year round as a refuge from its 
enemies, a highway to float food and lumber, 
and a cache for ks food reserves. Not all braver 
build dams to surround their houses with water. 
Many live In deep ponds or rivers where, even 
at lowest levels, there is ample water tor their 
needs. 
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During the past year another organization has 
been formec' which Is known as The British 
Columbia Holly Growers Society. This group does 
not undertake any marketing of holly, but has 
been formed strictly for tee purpose of helping 
holly growers with problems, and lor tee 
betterment of holly growing. The group meets for 
field trips and it goes without saying that aH 
members arc fully aware as to the necessary 
distance between each tree and the percentage of 
male trees needed for a given number of female 
trees. 

Many are the tales which can be told of holly 
growing and vivisitudes. Perhaps whaling and 
sealing and even plain fishing may be able to 
provide more dramatio stories, but hotly in iu 
own quiet way has it ups and downs and Its 
stories to tell. For instance, Mr. Nutter 
remembers the fateful Nov. 11, 1965, when a 
heavy snowstorm and a sudden frost nearly put 
paid to his hopes, sknoe the unexpected ooid 
caught the sap still up In the trees and resulted in 
el the leaves dropping. No light toss to a man 
who Is just starting to make his Mvlng by selling 
those same loaves. 

Or there is the somewhat more amusing story

T he 65’foot halibut boat Kaare 
ff disappeared in October , 1963 , 
in gale-ncept Hecate Strait with her 
sia-man crew . a vail armada of 
vessels and aircraft searched for 
the missing ship , newspapers re¬ 
called her courageous flight from 
Nami-occupied Norway , 23 years 
before. 

For year* Ottar Nivlk and brothers Hans, 
iAlJrcd, Baleen, Ovo and Holton had suUcd Kaaro

XI out of Chrladonaun, fishing In the cold water* 
oU their homeland as they had all their Uvea. But 
war brought an end to this arduuus although 
satisfying existence. With the fuU of Norway, 
German occupation forces directed every aspect 
ot Norwegian life. Among those to feel the 
Invaders' iron rule were the fishing Novlks. No 
longer could they harvest the fertho grounds they 
had known so long. German naval officers, 
perhaps for strategic or seourlty reasons, ordered 
the fishing fleet "elsewhere, often to barren 
grounds,” wrote George Nicholson, author of 
.Vancouver Island’s West Coast. 

Like their oompatrlots, the Noviks’ catch 
"was frequently oommandeered by German 
guntmau with little or no compensation and their 
gear was often damaged or destroyed by mines 
And submarines," 

Then there were searches by patrol boats 
After the bullion which vessels of the Norwegian 
Underground were ■nuggllng out to British 
warships, to return with guns, ammunition and 
Instructions of sabotage. 

Ashore, it was worse. Families of fishermen 
lived In constant terror, aware they were 
continually watched. In this manner I he Germans 
held them, in effect, hostages tor t!»o scheduled 
return ut tho menfolk. Also, to again quota Mr, 
Nicholson, “trade with the outside world was 
alnvat entirely out off; fond was scarce and fear 
«f drunken soldiers made living conditions for 
families intolerable, Tho presence of possible 
Quislings didn't help matters." 

Finally came the dny when Ottar Novlk, 
owner and master of Kaaro □, and his brothers 
sledded they had no choloo but to take a 
deaperuts gnmble. The future held the strong 
poMlblllty of losing their boat, Imprisonment or, 
. possibly worse, Thus it was they decided to flee 
to Canada. 

Then came weeks of clandestine meetings, 
planning and rehearsing. Ottar coordinated the 
secret preparations of his brothers, their wives 
and ohildren. All'told, 2J Novlks and in-lsws were 
- involved. Finally a plan was decided upon and the 
great adventure was begun. 

In following weeks, Kaare n went about her 
business with an air of complete innocence. 
German directives were obeyed to the letter; 
nothing must arouse suspicion. At sea, she fished 
precisely where told, yielded to ail orders of 
patrol craft and returned to port on schedule. 

Her men even became friendly with crews of 
the shore batteries guarding the harbor entrance. 
Where once the Norwegians passed In stony 
silence, eyes straight ahead, now they slowed to 
hall the sentries, "sometimes even calling them 
by name and sometimes stopping to give them a 
_ few fish." 

Finally, the faieM morning of June 8, 3M0, 
Arrived. As she had so many times before, with 
only her usual ration of fuel, Kaare n slipped 
her moorings and headed to sea. In the pilothouse 
and on deck, Ottar Novlk tnd his brothers waved 
gaily to the shore batteries, then received the 
signal to leave harbor. Little diesel purring, 
Kaare n left her homeport forever. 

At their usual posts were Ottar, Hans, Alfred, 
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Hoken, Ove and Haftan. Below, In her dark, damp 
and supposedly empty holds were 17 frightoned 
souls: The Novlk women, brothers-in-law Ingvor 
and Peter Engvlk, "their wives, six children 
ranging in age from 13 to three years, and a 
seven-month-old baby." 

The previous night had been one of sheer 
terror, "when, one by one, past unsuspecting 
sentries, they were smuggled aboard, 

"The women folk were disguised as men and 
the ohildren bundled into dunnage bags. Only such 
baggage sus could be taken aboard without 
creating suspicion was brought along. The 
remainder of their household belongings were left 
behind. Their relatives dared not touch their 
abandoned possessions tor fear of being Implf. 
sated. Lights were left burning in their homes." 

At sea, the fear remained. German planes and 
submarines ruled the Norwegian Sea. They must 
continue their roles as innocent fishermen. The 
women and children were kept below In the stuffy 
cabins and holds, to keep them from sight of 
follow fishermen end patrol boats. Whenever a 
German airoraft paaaed over, the Novika fished; 


as soon as the enemy flew on, they resumed 
course, 

Then, during the second night at sea — 
disaster. Kaare II was preceding through the 
black, rolling ses when her helmsman suddenly 
spotted a huge object looming up dead ahead. 
Throwing the helm hard over, Kaare II barely 
missedAhe alien; a U-boat. In terror, her 23 souls I 
awaited the Inevitable challenge and search. | 
Seconds passed. A minute. Two. Still the German 
did not challenge; even seemed unaware of their 
presence. Kaare n paased on into the night and 
safety. 

Days later, their miraculous luck seemed to 
have ended when a German plane swept out of tha 
clouds. Circling the little ship, the German 
scanned hre decks, then roared down to attack, 
machtoeguns blazing. Instantly, Oltar stopped his 
engine and Kaare wallowed in the swelfc. Onoe 
again, her company awaited Imminent doom. And 
°? oe ****" t t* e,r * rnuin « fortune held. Tha 
aircraft buzzed them a hat time then flew oft 
They wars alone once more. 

Five days out, off toe Faeroe Islands of 

















owner, Capt. Anfist Ant arisen, Jr., hli younger 
brother John and » four-man crew, Kaare □ a 
Incredible luck had finally been exhausted. At 
tint Share wu hope tin had anchored In an 
Mated oove to aaoape • aeries of vicious galea 
which had lashed Hecate StraJt that month. 
Among those Inclined to think aha was aefe was 
one of the Novika, who aald: "I can't aea her 
having gone down in a atom. We ran a lot of 
weather In the yean when we had her. If she’a 
gone down, shs must have struck a reef." 

Air-fiee Rescue mounted an intensive search 
by ahlpa and pianea in following days. .But eaeh 
passing hour brought the realization that gallant 
Kaare XX had fought her last battle. The missing 


Kaare XX moore d in Vancouver, the port which 
was to be her home lor 28 years. 

When she steamed proudly into harbor, the 
Norwegian Oeg snapping proudly at her item, her 
beaming crate happily showed cm and aQ their 
memento of a daring voyage which, but for a 
miracle, would have ended in disaster: In the 
keel of her port dinghv waa a hole die size of a 
Novtk Bat — only damage caused when the Neal 
plane etrsfad her months before In the Norwegian 
Sea. 

The brothers aunt ood and halibut Hshkig, 
then Ottar sold out to brother Haftan, building, 
with Alfred and Hans, the big seiner Kaare, to 
engage In salmon, halibut and herring fishing. 

Oct. 29, 1903, Kaare IX waa again making 
headlines. This tkne, under command of another 


Denmark, they encountered another ship. This 
time there wae no agrailzlng wait for imminent 
capture. The atrangwr wee a British destroyer, 
which escorted her to port to refuel. The Novika’ 
Mends in the resistance had sent word ahead of 
their odyssey. < 

Two weeks later, Kaare XX began the Id-day 
voyage to 8t. John’!, Newfoundland. Except for 
bad weather, the passage waa uneventful. This 
Bme, the only ships met were friendly. The 
Novika then continued to Nova Scotia, whan they 
fished for ood for several months. Electing to 
begin anew In British Columbia, sight members 
of the seagoing families sailed down the east 
coast of the United States, through the Panama 
Canal, then headed north as the remainder 
noised Canada by train. April 28, 1941, battered

tto new-found favorite oooaafoned momentary 
alarm. However, toe st e ed ms pacified under 
Mr. Kent's oarseatog strokes. and al danger has 

happily averted.

"Mr. K. Kent aa Homan, wlfo htt len g t hy 
experience In many operatic rntea, ooutd he 
depended upon to gfoe a moat aatfafactcwy 
Interpretation of the crafty, plotting prime 
minister Mr. Kant in Ma solos, duets and 
concerted n umb e r s waa partlcutariy pleaaing." 

Victoria's high eocirty showed up In full force 
at foe Victoria Theatre one April evening In 1901 
to see a vaudeville foow by local amateun: "A 
targe and fashionable audienoe — foe stage waa 
banked with flowers kindly donated by Mrs. 
Henry Crrtt and Mm. Frank Bernard, while foe 
box in whloh His Honor Lieutenant-Governor and 
Mm, J e m— Dunamulr sat waa draped wkh flags, 

“There were some graceful dances sad 
swinging movements, Mtaa Heytand having dona 
the training. Those taking part were Miss Violet 
Hickey, Winona Tnxg>, H. Lugrin, H. HeyHand, 
Anna MoQuade, Messrs. Cambie, McCiady, 
Holmes, Deane and Angus. 

"Mm. Donald lament, always a prime 
favorite in Victoria, waa in excellent voice and 
gave an exquisite rendering at Toreador' for 
which she waa Insistently recalled."

The builder, and owner of thto amazing croft 
to Reg Ward, a 46-yaar-old retired veteran at the 
Royal Canadian Ah- For**, trim Uvaa at NT Bank 
ftreet, a short distance from th* sea shore. 

Reg Ward was an aircraft engineer In the 
RGAF for 25 years, to# last fair yea rs at lirvloe 
being spent In Germany, Hs retired from th* Air 
Force In 1964 and settled In Victoria, four years 
ago, I cautiously asked him If he hold a rank In 
the air force. He laughed outright; "OhI ym> I 
wu a Jo." 

Reg la now assistant manager with a Victoria 
Arm. Western Agencies Ltd., specializing in elao- 
tronief. 

Work an th* hovercraft comptotton moves 
slowly u Reg's spars time to limited to evenings 
end weekends. He began the project in Marrfi of 
this year, and expect* — said he, with hto Anger* 
crossed — to finish and launch the craft this 
month. 

The Idea of building s hovercraft osftto to Mr. 
Ward as he lay In bed recuperating from 
pneumonia, Idly, ha was leafing through a 
magazine when a story about hovercraft caught 
his eye and awoke his inglneertng Imagination. 
Intrigued by Iteming that regulations governing 
•ooh a machine would not place It under the 
aeronautical branch of th# department of 
transport, but under toe authority of the marine 
branch, he had an inspiration. "I’ll bufld a 
hovercraft." 

After that, he got wcM quick. 

R*g was no starry-eyed novice at marine 
aonetructlon, as the trim lines and finish of his 
tent boal-building effort, the Perkleo, disclosed, 
Looking at the two craft, skto by ski# In th# 
backyard, and so oppotoi* In design, I was 
reminded of Canada's early day* when the sight 
eg one o« and one horse teamed together, wee tni 
BD uncommon on*. 

Once out of bed, Reg's first step was to draw 
wp a set of plana for his brain child. He 
aomplated them from many sleht picture# of a 
hovercraft, and much use of his Imagination. 

In the delicate field of design and dimensions, 
JUg had the energetic and Invaluable assistance 
of Ms d*d, Art Ward, a retired RCAF squadron 
leader with a lifetime — If you oan oafl 56 
continuous years, a lifetime — of aeronautical 
experience, 

"Dad" Ward to almost a story in himself. A 
spry, trim and engagtng led of only 78 years, he 
Joined the Royal Flying Corps In England In 1112. 
His regimental Dumber was 25 Later, he settled 
in Ottawa, Canada, and Mned the Royal 
Canadian Air Force at the outbreak at toe Second 
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World War. He retired with the rank of squadron 
feeder. 

"Dad” lays claim to being the first Chnadinn 
aerooauttcaS engineer. 

So much far toe Introduction to the Hovercraft 
teem, 

FVdtowtng the final revision of his plans, Reg 
made a small model of HU hovercraft last 
February, It worked perfectly. He tried It out on 
hto Ivlng room floor, using an okl vacuum 
cleaner to pressure the air Into the rubberized 
nylon cuahlun skirt of the craft. It ballooned, rose 
on its skirt and progressed easily across th* floor. 

It svaa now lime to chooa* construction 
materials and go to work In earnest. Reg knew 
from his air fore* experience with floats on 
seaplanes, that salt water oorroefan would wsaken 
aluminum, so decided to use plywood material 
such as need In Moaquito aircraft construction 
during the Seoond World War. Th* baado 
construction of the hovercraft hull Is marine 
plywood. This !■ covered with a skin of fibreglass. 
The Bbregtass covering was put on during hot 
summer days so that It became skin-tight and 
form-fitting. 

I met these two versatile and engaging 
experimentalists In Reg's tiny, cluttered base¬ 
ment workshop where the walls were covered 
with hanging tools, the ahefrve* filled with bottle* 
of nuts and bolt* and odd* and ends, the floor 
centre taken up with the hovercraft lift angina 
presently being checked and overhauled, the rest 
of the floor a litter of cylinder*, compression 
head* and other engine component*. There was 
just room for the three of us to stand, our feet 
closer together. 

Slowly, and with much laughter between us, 
toe enchanting story of the Ward hovercraft was 
unfolded. 

"Dsd," as hs himself, with a puckish grin, put 
If, "Is the teehntoal advisee, you may say, of a 
damn dirty, but engrossing to ten Job." 


When the hufl of the hovercraft was finished 
and aluminum painted, "Dad" was nominated to 
name It. In Mg, brighfly colored phosphorescent 
letter*, he painted "May-Fly" on both side erf the 
bulging hug, 

It waa Art, (be Dad, who si bo named Perkleo. 
Seem#, Reg. the son. had on his mantal-pteoe, a 
drinking mug, brought back from Ms air force 
tour In Germany. It was formed In the likeness of 
an early formidable court Jester at Haldelburg 
Castle, who waa reputed to have weighed 300 
pounds, to have drunk nine bottle# of wine a day 
and to hav* eventually lived to be 84, 

Cocking hto gleaming eye at foe mantet-pkwe, 
Dad whistled happily: “That’s it. We'll call the 
nsw boat Perkleo and hop* It runs for M years." 

Rag recatls that after bunctkng Perkleo, h* 
began to worry a bit about navigational hazards 
such a# hitting drift logs at high speed. It was 
then that he remembered Me first eight of a 
hovercraft, "I saw one while on a visit to 
England on ltave from Germany, it was roaring 
op the Mem, and th# rapid movement, 
fascinated me," 

The remembrance stayed deep in Me mind. 

Reg Ward waa born in England, but owns with 
his family to Ottawa when he was two years old. 
On leaving school, he worked as «i ainftaft 
engineer apprentice with the Armstroste-Wddtly 
Oc, tor 30 cents an hour. In 1938, he enlisted In 
toe Canadian Air Force. Oldtimen wfl re m e m ber 
ft was tough. Indeed, to even get accepted In toe 
aimed forces In tooee days. You had to be good, 

Reg met a Scottish girt, Marian, In Vancouver, 
and was m anted In 1942 They have two children. 

Powering the hovercraft, provided many 
awkward problems far the Ward*. Two engines 
were needed, the Wt engine to raise the hover 
craft, end the propulsion motor to drive the craft 
at for ward speed. 

Much difficulty wss encountered In toe search 
for suitable engines. The first purchase was a 
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H toe March 
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nafl-ordar, •uh-in-advanot deal for an old 0 
horsepower Lyooman aircraft angina from a 
Winnipeg war aurplui supply firm. Whan It 
arrived, Rag found tha angina had no earbuetor, 
no propaSor, no manifold and loti dt no-othar 
thinga. Lettem failed to produce them; the money 
waa epent. Daiparate, Reg took it up with 
Vkrtoria'i Better Business Bureau. Itogal proceed- 
Inga have bean etarted to raoovar or recompense. 

In tha meantime, frlanda osroe to Ma aid. Ha 
area able to pick up a 90-boraepowar Continental 
angina, ataahad away In an Esqulmalt baaomant, 
for ITS. Thla la tha one he la going to uae for 
spaed propulsion. However, It had all to be taken 
apart and overhauled. That’a why hla workshop 
floor waa so Uttered when X vlalted him. 

Another friend lent Mm the uae of a power 
lathe to do work on a apeoial turbine casting 
which, M dona in a machine shop, would have coat 
hkn I9S0. Tha flnlahad caating, complete with tha 
lathe work, knicked him only 1336. Again, another 
friend gave him an old aircraft propallor with 
both anda bant, which, when straightened, wiB be 
used with tha propulsion angina. Rag flgurea tha 
over-all coat of the flnlahad hovercraft will be 
about S3,000. 

Tha lift angina oi tha hovercraft la act In a 
vertical tunnel, midship. It davalopa 73 horse¬ 
power and la connected to tha motive turbine 
which haa five stubby, powerful blades. Tha pitch 
of tha two-foot-long bladai la adjustable, Rag 
designed tha turbine himself for adjustable pitch 
to Increase efficiency. The lift angina is a 
Volkswagen 1500 motor, which Rag changed from 
a fix volt to a 13 volt, A muffler haa bean added 
■o that whan the hovercraft ia complete and the 
two Wards give It a Anal try-out In tha backyard, 
the neighbors won't have to reach tor their 

•aspJuge. 

Two 30-gallon capacity gasoline tanka will be 
Installed on the hovercraft. When nin In, Reg 
expects the May-Fly to reach a speed of 100 mklei 
an hour, burning up five gallons of gu an hour. It 
wiB carry fix people. 

One of the problems of hovercraft movement 
Is to control slippage and eklddage, Both Reg and 
Art believe they have found the answer, When X 
hesitantly asked what it was, Art spoke up 
quicklyi “Ah! that's our secret." The Wards’ 
hovercraft project haa created quite a lot of 
Interest In engineering circlet, and they have bed 
visitors from the U.S., England and from across 
Canada, 

Knowing that any engine oan be vulnerable at 
any time, Reg has taken pains to safeguard a 
possible heave-to in his hovercraft through angina 
failure. 

If the lift engine were to faB, the craft would 
tattle on to Its floats end could be propelled like 
an air boat. If the propulsion engine balked, the 
lift engine alone oould lift and drive the 
hovercraft forward or reveres, at 30 miles an 
hour. “We Just don't want to get stuck 
anywhere,” said Rog with decision. 

Reg has developed a new system of lift engine 
epeed control by air diversion. “Dad" noticed ma 
about to aak a question. “Sorry,” he chuckled, 
“toat'a a secret, too.” 

Both Reg and Art expect the Mayfly to 
eventually speed between Victoria and Vanoouver 
In, roughly, 40 mlnutoa. They believe toe trip 
could atart right from Oak Bay rather than from 
down In the shelter of Victoria’s Inner Harbor,

.Reg on toe other hand, has a much closer, 
more practical development, In mind, He had 
hopes of having the May-Fly launched and ready 
tor triads by Dec. 15. However, he feels that Jan. 
I, 1909, ie more realistic. Tha launching will be 
from Oatde Point. 

As I shook hands with toe two enthusiastic 
engineers, I asked: "Will you give me a ride?"

The Canadian expert*, who rnurt 
have thought they'd discovered All 
Baba's ease, Bound thousand* of 
gems, many of which are without 
match as a group In number, sise 
and duality. Many of the stones have 
been only rumored until now; others 
wsre tetany unknown to gemmate* 
gtots. 

This fabulous collaotlon oontalna 
half the world's known out diamonds 
of more than 100 carats; soorss of 


emeralds two inches or more In 
diameter; an enormous 500-carat 
spinel and a unique assembly of 
rubles. Any one of the scores of 
pieces eould be considered Indi¬ 
vidually as a king’s ransom. 

Ths crown jewels, gathered over 
Aw centuries by conquest, purchase 
and gift, an no longer the personal 
possession at ths flwh. Knee MM, 
they have been a national resource 
and are now housed in a special 
underground museian vault in toe 
National Bank to Tehran and, 
prosaically, serve as collateral far 
part of ths government's obligations 
to connection with the Issue of Its 
bank-notes.

His Allegiance Was to Canada Only

There have been many great politicians, but few 
statesmen . Equally, there have been many great 
editors but only a handful of Illustrious ones. 

Every newspaperman would compile his own list 
but f In the English-speaking world, few would quarrel 
with the Inclusion of the two distinguished editors who 
head mines C. P. Scott of the Manchester Guardian 
and J. W. Dafoe of the Winnipeg Free Press . 


Although Dafoe of the Woo Press 
will especially fascinate Journalist# 
evorywhon, this book will appeal to 
all Canadian* beoauae author Mur¬ 
ray Donnelly has not written a 
biography bt the traditional acme 
but rather • description of the 
Intenilay between a great Canadian 
and Ma environment. 

The story opens juat befin the 
birth of Canada and tails of tha 
development of a boy in the 
Canadian backwoods who was 
starved ter educati on , of Me aarly 
Journal lido experience! in Monfreal 
and Ottawa In the lUOe, and of Mi 
rise, after 1900, to tha pwRlon of 
Canada's moat Influential editor end 
Inter of a man whose statue was 
internationally recognized. 

Dafoe had no dee with any “old 
country" and gave Me allegiance 
unreservedly to Canada. Although he 
mellowed ocnsideretaly In hia leter 
yean he never oompieU4y lost hia 
abh-irrenoe at hyphenated Ca¬ 
nadians. 

A hatred of ootanlatiem and an 
Insistence on federalism aa the 
prerequisite of autonomy were his 
constant themes. As an influential 
editor, and as a man whose industry 
matched his ability, it was no 
accident hit he became deeply, 
perhaps uniquely, involved with the 
formation and growth of a Canadian 
nation. 

From 1901 to 1944, when he died, 
he commented editorially on every 
important issue, and Donnelly's 
research shows tost In many 
Instances Dafoe exercised decisive 
behind-the-scanas Influence. 

Dafoe prodded Laurier, though 
not always with success; but there 
were times during Mackenzie Ring’s 
reign whan the fighting editor 
became toe Prime Minister's Grey 
Eminence, 

This was especially ao during the 
1923 Imperial Conference in London 
when Defoe's almost pathological 
aversion to imperialism, epitomized 
for him by the insufferable Lord 
Curzon, muat have gone far to 
stiffen King's resolve that Canada 
must be independent. 


It is interesting tost Dafoe, who 
waa King's press officer but In faot 
a member of toe Canadian delega¬ 
tion, forecast that the 1923 con¬ 
ference pres a ged the end of Empire 
and toe beginning of Commonwealth. 

Later predictions included a 
wa rning, Bounded in 1931, against 
major Japanese sgg r s aa ion. and 1 
prophecy In the form of a question, 
in 1933 after Hitler’s attainment of 
power: ". . . should Germany and 
Italy oesna together France w4M be 
faced with a dttemroa and what wll 
happen to Poland?" 

King's gratitude to Defoe was 
never greater toan after the fal of 
R. B. Bennett's government, For Ma 
po werful editorial help, Defoe was 
of fered, Brat, a Oehinet poet and. 
second, the position of Canadian 
Minister to Washington. Dafoe, who 
knew where he beat fitted, wisely 
refused both h o nors. 

In Ma younger year#, Dafoe wee 
a rip-enorting partisan editor. Thoee 
ware the days when fearless news¬ 
papermen oeled a epade a bkmdy 
shovel. Issues were seen In black 
sod white and editorials wars 
Impregnated with invective. 

Defoe, first a Canadian, then a 
Liberal, gloried In tola freedom and 
hit out In vitriolic proas at every¬ 
thing and everybody to oppoaing 
oempe. 

The French language waa hia 
particular beta noire aa he saw In ite 
■seaplanes the excuse for every 
ethnic group to farm its awn ghetto 
which prevented ehtidrm of Im- 
migrants becoming whofly Canadian. 

In IM Dafoe waa In the forefront 
of toe battle to abolish separate 
schodk and the teaching of French 
In Manitoba. Tha hatreds he stirred 
up linger to tide dsy, Including the 
ugk n sa s of rehgtous bigotry. 

Doonsfly's book la valuable be¬ 
cause Ma obvious admiration for 
Dsfoe has not blinded him to Ma 
subject's defects, never more ap¬ 
parent than during Winnipeg’s 
general strike to 1919. 

Angered by the misery and 

suffering sskl toe defiance of cxev 
stituted authority, Dafoe eompleteiy

He also understood that before 
one onn uaefully ln/’>rm one must 
tint Inform oneself and to this end 
he hnaneraa d tar ns rif in toe study at 
puMIc questions and proffered antu- 
tlans. such M the Keynesian eoo- 
onmlB theory, 

When he advocated petioles It 
wm always with a sense of personal 
Involvement and reeponslhfllty, "Ha 
made up his mind oaneclentlnuaiy." 
asya DonneHy, "advocated Mi pntl- 
dea dogmatically and fsariessly, 
and very often went behind the 
scenes to work directly for toe 
thlnca he advocated." 

The e di toria l staff of the Win¬ 
nipeg Free Press was inspired by 
Defoe's leadertoip and gave him 
unquestioned loyalty It was this 
strong bond bet w ee n The Chief and 
his staff which kept such a brilinnt 
team of journalists working for toe 
paper.
